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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


(January Ist—December 31st, 1943) 


(To be presented at the Annual General Meeting to take place at the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, Storey’s Gate, Westminster, S.W.1, at 5 p.m. on Tuesday, 9th May, 1944.) 


It will be recalled that, in the 
Annual Report of the Council for 
1942, it was stated that future Reports 
would deal with a complete calendar 
year and would thus cover the same 
period as the accounts of the Society. 
The Report for 1942 was necessarily 
a transitional one, activities during 
the early part of the year having been 
already summarised previously. 

On the present occasion the full 
period of the year (January 1 to 
December 31, 1943) is dealt with for 
the first time, and the Report thus 
assumes its permanent form. 


Election of Officers and Council 


In accordance with the procedure 
outlined in the Articles and By-laws 
of the Society, the nominations made 
by the Council to fill vacancies for the 
Session 1943-44 were presented in 
the Transactions of the Society, and 
Corporate Members’ were thus 
afforded an opportunity of making 
additional nominations. 

No new nominations in regard to

A departure from previous practice 
has been the appointment by the 
Council of two members (Mr. W. J. G. 
Davey and Mr. J. W. Howell) having 
special knowledge of Centre_matters, 
to serve on the General Purposes 
Committee. 

Other Committees which have 
done useful service are the standing 
committee concerned with the I.E.S. 
Code, the sub-committees operating 
under the General Purposes Com- 
mittee concerned respectively —a 
“Planning New Deve op ments ” 
“Status and Education” the soaker 
cal sub-committee and the sub- 
committees . lighting legislation 
and_ street sighting. which are 
attached to the Lighting Reconstruc- 
tion Committee. 


Centres and Groups 
There has been further substantial 
progress in the development of 
Centres and Groups during the past 
year. 
The newly formed Centres in New-

castle and Sheffield are now in full 
operation, and yet another Centre has 
been created by the combination of 
the two Groups previously established 
with headquarters in Bath and 
Bristol. In addition a new Group has 
been formed in Derby. 

In presenting their Report for 1942 
the Council indicated that a stage was 
being rapidly approached when the 
ultimate arrangement—the division 
of Great Britain into regional areas— 
should be put into operation. This 
has been done, in a form embodying 
suggestions made at a meeting of the 
Committee on Centres held on May 
10, 1943, which the Council has 
approved. 

The nature of the new arrangement, 
which is now in operation, is indicated 
on the accompanying diagram. It 
provides for an Areas Joint Commit- 
tee, reporting direct to the Council, on 
which the Council and the various 
existing Areas are represented. 
Each area has also its own Area Com- 
mittee. At the present time there are 
only two areas in which more than 
one Centre exists (the Midland and 
the North Midland); in other areas 
the Centre Committee operates as the 
Area Committee. It is anticipated 
that in time to come the number of 
Centres may well increase consider- 
ably, but the scheme makes full pro- 
vision for such expansion. 

The Areas Joint Committee is now 
constituted as indicated above under

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


“ Constitution of Committees ” and, as 
a result of the scheme, Area repre- 
sentatives now take the place of 
Chairmen of Centres on the Council. 
The constitution and terms of refer- 
ence of the Areas Joint Committee 
were formally approved at the in- 
augural meeting of this Committee on 
November 9, 1943, and were subse- 
quently endorsed by the Council. 


Meetings During the Past Year 

During 1943 upwards of sixty meet- 
ings were held, including eight 
sessional meetings in London—a total 
probably’ never exceeded even in 
pre-war years. 

Of the Sessional Meetings in Lon- 
don, that held on January 12, was 
devoted to a paper on “ Proposals for 
a New Lighting Code,” by Mr. H. C. 
Weston, which has been repeated 
at various meetings of Centres. 
The subiect for discussion at the 
subsequent meeting on February 9, 
on “The Effectiveness of Light- 
ing; its Numerical Assessment,” 
was of a-somewhat special nature, 


contributions on different aspects 
being given’ by r. . pp. 
Wright, Dr. J. W. Craik, Mrs. 


Sheila J. Macpherson, and Dr. W. S. 
Stiles. It is worthy of remark that 
permission has been sought and 
readily granted for one of these con- 
tributions, that by Mrs. Macpherson 
on methods based on blinking rates, 
to be reprinted in the Transactions 
of the Illuminating Engineering 
Society in the United States. 

At subsequent meetings, papers on 
“Lighting in the Cotton Industry ” 
(Mr. J. W. Howell), “ Photoelectric 
Photometers” (Mr. J. S. Preston), 
“Applications of Low Pressure 
Fluorescent Lamps” (Mr. = 
-Stevens), and “The Lighting of 
Public Buildings ” (Mr. W. T. F. Sou- 
ter) were read. The final meeting of 
the year on December 14 was devoted 
to a discussion on “Street Lighting 
Specifications of the Future,” intro- 
duced by Dr. S. English and Mr. R. 
Maxted. 

Following the annual general meet- 
ing on May 11 the Society had the 
privilege of hearing a very able ad- 
dress on “Light and Vision” from a 
distinguished past president, Sir John 

Parsons, one of the original 


members of the Society, who was re 
sponsible for its very first paper, read 
in 1910, on the subject of “ Glare; its 
Causes and Effects.” 


A very pleasant and exceptional 
feature, following the Annual Genera] 
meeting, was the informal social even- 
ing arranged by the courtesy of the 
President (Mr. R. O. Ackerley) and 
the General Electric Company, Ltd., a 
Magnet House. Members and visitors 
were entertained to an amusing series 
of topical events, prepared at short 
notice and skilfully performed in 
spite of limited opportunities for 
rehearsal and other difficulties inevit- 
able in present circumstances. The 
Council take the opportunity of 
gratefully acknowledging the hospi- 
tality so much enjoyed on. this 
occasion. 

Owing to his absence on a special 
mission it was impossible for the in- 
coming President (Dr. H. Buckley) to 
deliver his address at the opening 
meeting of the Session, as is custom- 
ary. This item was _ accordingly 
deferred until early in the following 
year. : 

Papers and discussions at meet- 
ings of Centres and Groups have 
again been of a varied and _inter- 
esting nature. The tendency to co- 
operation in the form of interchange 
of papers is increasing, and in several 
cases papers originally read before 
Centres have been subsequently re- 
peated in London or printed in full in 
the Transactions of the Society. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Premium 


A statement of the income and 
expenditure of this fund is appended. 
The twelfth award of the premium of 
ten guineas was made to Mr. H. C. 
Weston for his paper entitled “ Pro- 
posals for a New Lighting Code,” read 
in London on January 12, 1943. 


Publications 


It has been found possible to con- 
tinue the issue of the Transactions 
in its present miniature form, thou 
the paper restrictions impose severe 
limitations on the amount of matter 
that can be published. Similar condi- 
tions have applied in the case of 
“Light and Lighting,” which, how- 
ever, has proved of considerable 
service in enabling supplementary in- 
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nounced in the Transactions of the 
Society during the past year, bring- 
ing the total on December 31, 1943, 
up to 124. 

The Council take this opportunity 
of thanking those members who have 
served on the Board of Fellows for 
the very careful and conscientious 
manner in which they have dis- 
charged their difficult duties. 


Financial Position 


In the Accounts accompanying this 
Report the practice of including, in 
italics at the side, corresponding 
figures for the previous year has 
again been followed, thus facilitatin 
comparison between results for 194 
and 1943. : 

An outstanding item has again been 
the increase in the income from sub- 
scriptions, which has risen from 
£2,480 to £2,945. On the other hand, 
the extending activities of the Society 
and the increased cost of materials 
have been responsible for added 
expenditure. he growing number 
of Centres and Groups is reflected in 
their increased allocation. There has 
been an increase in the amount ex- 
pended on 9 ting Reconstruction 
pamphlets which. however, it is hoped 
will be, at least partially, recouped in 
the future. In the cost of printing the 
transactions of the Society there has 
been an economy, due partly to the 
diminished volume of printing im- 
posed by the paper shortage, and 
partly to the unusually large amount 
eoeenven through the sale of reprints, 
etc. é 

Attention may be drawn to one 
non-recurring item of expenditure, 
the amount of £130 Os. 6d. in respect 
of the commuted payment for the 
deferred annuity policy to Mrs. A. W. 
Beuttell (née Miss Moreton), the cost 
of which is shared jointly with 
the Illuminating peeing Pub- 
lishing Company, Ltd. The Council 
is glad to have the _ oppor- 
tunity of drawing attention to this 
recognition of the long and faithful 
services of Mrs. Beuttell, who, before 
her retirement on December 31, 1942. 
had been associated with the work of 
the Society for over thirty years. 

The accounts of the year show 
an excess of income over expendi- 
ture of £536 15s. 5d. During the past 
year an investment of £250 in 23 per 


° Fae ee 


cent. National War Bonds has heey 
made. The Council notes with satis. 
faction this evidence of the sound 
financial position of the Society, 
which, however, may well have to 
meet heavy demands in time to come. 


Education in Illuminating 
Engineering 

Although the number of students 
entering for the examination in 
Illuminating Engineering conducted 
by the City and Guilds of London 
Institute was again small, the 
holding of this examination has been 
continued. The thanks of the Society 
are due to the Institute for thus pre 
serving the continuity of this effort in 
spite of the present difficult circum: 
stances. . 

It is hoped that there will be a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
entries as soon as more normal con- 
ditions return, but in the meanwhile 
the Council desires to commend this 
examination strongly to the attention 
of members and to firms in the light- 
ing industry whose staffs may include 
prospective candidates. 

There have been, in other direc- 
tions, two developments which are of 
special interest—the competition 
arranged for pupils at schools in the 
Birmingham district and the lectures 
to school children delivered in Brad- 
ford during the Christmas vacation. In 
Birmingham prizes were offered for 
the best essays on a selected subject 
(“ Artificial Lighting and its Influence 
on Civilised Life”), and eighteen 
essays, most of them reaching a credit- 
able standard, were submitted. In 
addition to the prizes awarded to suc- 
cessful candidates, free student mem- 
bership in the I.E.S. was granted to 
those whose essays were highly com- 
mended. 

The lectures to school children in 
Bradford were delivered by Mr. R. 0. 
Ackerley during the Christmas vaca- 
tion, and were illustrated by effec- 
tive but simple demonstrations 
arranged with the help of Mr. W. R. 
Stevens. _It is estimated that in all 
about 1,400 children and over 100 
teachers attended. Those P sore 
received illustrated cards, drawing 
their attention to fundamental prin- 
ciples of good lighting. These lec- 
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tures, like the essay competition in 
Birmingham, proved highly success- 
ful, and it is hoped that these experi- 
ments may be repeated elsewhere. In 
the meantime the Birmingham Centre 
and the Bradford Group are to be con- 
gratulated on the results of their 
enterprise and of the considerable 
amount of time and effort expended. 


The 1.E.S. Code 


Some modifications in the LES. 
Code, relating mainly to requirements 


for the lighting of school classrooms 


(where a somewhat higher standard 
than that previously specified is now 
recommended, have been adopted. 
These modifications will be embodied 
in future printing editions of the 
Code. 

The standing committee concerned 
has also been devoting a considerable 
amount of attention to future modifi- 
cations designed to afford a more 
scientific background for the Code, 
and to deal more fully with “ quality ” 
of lighting, in the manner indicated 
in the last Annual Report of the 
Council. Another question that has 
been the subject of study by this 
Committee is the inclusion of suitable 
clauses relating to natural lighting— 
on which nothing in the nature of a 
“code” can be said to exist as yet. 
It is not contemplated that these basic 
changes will be introduced during the 
period of the war, though modifica- 
tions or additions to the values pre- 
scribed, such as those mentioned 
ne, may be made from time to 
ime. 


Special Enquiries 

Members of the Society have con- 
tinued to render service on the Com- 
mittee operating under the aegis of 
the Bepetnent of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research which is concerned 
with the post-war lighting of certain 
lasses of buildings. It is understood 
that an interim report of this Com- 
mittee will become available in the 
hear future. 
In addition the Society has estab- 

ed contact with those responsible 
for the framing of Classification 
Codes of Lighting (both natural and 
artificial) and will, it is hoped, be 
gar opportunities of advis- 


. throu h j } 
thereon, 8 its representatives, 


A Committee of the Society is also 
engaged, at the request of the Minis- 
try of War Transport on a special in- 
vestigation into the Brightness and 
Legibility of Traffic Signs. 


Research 


As mentioned in the last Annual 
Report, various investigations into the 
lighting requirements of special in- 
dustries are being conducted by 
Centres in their respective areas. 
Other investigations (for example, in 
connection with the lighting of mines) 
have since been suggested. It has 
been strongly represented to the 
Council that the time is now ripe for 
the formation of a Central Committee 
for the purpose of initiating and co- 
ordinating all such researches. Pre- 
liminary steps towards the formation 
of such a Committee, with which 
other appropriate bodies interested in 
research will, it is hoped, be associa- 
ted, have already been taken. 


Physiology of Vision 
The 


Council has also. given 
effect to the suggestion made 
by Sir John Herbert Parsons, 


when addressing the Society on 
“Light and Vision” last May, that 
a Committee should be formed for the 
study of the many problems associa- 
ted with this subject. A strong joint 
committee under the chairmanship of 
Professor H. Hartridge has now been 
formed, and has received the support 
of Sir John H. Parsons, Brigadier Sir 
Stewart Duke Elder, Air Commodore 

C. Livingston, Miss Ida Mann, 
and other eminent physiologists. 
Mr. H. C. Weston is kindly acting as 
secretary of the Committee which, at 
its initial meeting, outlined a promis- 
ing series of possible subjects for 
investigation. 


1.E.S. Post-War Plans 

The many suggestions in regard to 
post-war activities of the Society, 
received by the immediate past Presi- 
dent (Mr. R. O. Ackerley) in response 
to the questionnaire addressed to 
members last year, have been the sub- 
ject of close study by the General 
Purposes Committee. Two sub-com- 
committees have been formed to deal 
respectively with Post-War Develop- 
ments and Status and Education of
